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AONB DEALT A BLOW BY 
PROPOSED COUNCIL CUTS 


THE Blackdown Hills Area of Outstanding 
Natural Beauty (AONB) Partnership was 
shocked to learn that Somerset County 
Council has proposed to cut funding to the 
county’s AONB’s by 90 per cent in a bid to 
make £18million in savings 

Somerset Council Council are proposing to 
remove AONB “management costs”, slash¬ 
ing the current grant pot of £45,000 to just 
£5,000, leaving only £1,000 each for the 
Blackdown Hills, Mendip Hills, Quantock 
Hills and Cranborne Chase AONBs. 

Local conservationists warn that this seri¬ 
ous reduction to core funding could affect 
the work the small staff team does to look 
after the unspoilt countryside of the Black- 
downs Hills, and social and economic sup¬ 
port it provides to its local communities. 

Manager of the Blackdown Hills AONB, 


by News Reporter 

Linda Bennett, said: “We recognised that all 
local authorities are facing serious financial 
challenges as a result of reduction in central 
government funding and knew we would be 
facing further funding reductions. However, 
a cut of nearly 90 per cent has totally as¬ 
tounded us. 

“The Blackdown Hills AONB forms an 
impressive backdrop to Taunton and 
Wellington and is much enjoyed by the 
county’s residents. We can only continue our 
work with communities if all of our local au¬ 
thorities are prepared to share the very rea¬ 
sonable costs. Somerset County Council 
sadly is proposing to renege on its commit¬ 
ment.” 

The Blackdown Hills AONB Partnership 


has written to the leader of Somerset County 
Council John Osman asking why these cuts 
are necessary. 

In a statement on the county council’s web¬ 
site, leader John Osman said: “We have to 
make tough choices, but we are the same as 
any careful household. We have a reduced 
income, increased bills, something has to 
give.” 

His comments were backed up by Cabinet 
member David Huxtable who added: “It is 
not something we want to do, but it is some¬ 
thing we have to do - just as every council 
in the country is now doing. 

“We are taking people's views into account 
where we can - that's why our council tax is 
frozen, but these are tough financial times.” 

Somerset County Council’s budget will be 
decided on Lebruary 19th. 


Project comes 


A PROJECT which 
aimed to protect and 
promote the Black- 
down Hills landscape 
has come to an end 
after eight years. 

The Neroche 

Scheme, which was 
led by the Forestry 
Commission, has now 
come to an end and 
the Hemyock office will 
close. 

A statement from the 
Neroche Project said: 


“This is not the end of 
our work: the energy 
and goodwill we have 
built up over the years 
are now being chan¬ 
nelled into locally- 
owned, community 
based groups, which 
are all driven by a 
commitment to people 
and nature in our land¬ 
scape.” 

The Neroche 

Scheme was created 
as a partnership be¬ 


tween the community 
of the Blackdown Hills 
and 17 agencies, au¬ 
thorities and local or¬ 
ganisations, led by 
Forestry Commission, 
and including the 
Blackdown Hills 
AONB, Somerset and 
Devon County Coun¬ 
cils, Natural England 
and three district 
councils. 

The scheme ad¬ 
dressed all aspects of 
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to an end 


landscape heritage, 
investing in the fabric 
of the heritage, mak¬ 
ing it accessible to all, 
and improving peo¬ 
ple’s ability to manage 
it into the future. 

During the past eight 


years the project has 
supported a number of 
schemes including the 
Harepath Trail and 
Valleyhead Way foot¬ 
paths and the Neroche 
forest cattle grazing 
scheme.

Skydivers needed for world 
record breaking challenge 
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THE hunt has started to find 260 outgoing fundraisers 
to help break a Guinness World Record in 
Dunkeswell. 

Skydive UK based at Dunkeswell Airfield near 
Honiton will attempt to take 260 people for a 15,000ft 
tandem skydive in just one day. The record, which is 
currently held in Germany, stands at 251 skydives to 
take place over a 24 hour period and was set in 2013. 

The event is being organised to raise money for the 
50 participating charities and to celebrate 50 years of 
skydiving at Dunkeswell Airfield. 

Event co-ordinator, Louise Banks from Skydive UK 
said: “Although this record is very ambitious, we have 
the two fastest jump-planes in the UK, making it 
achievable but only if enough people sign up! 

“If each charity can find just six people willing to 
take on the challenge for them, we’ll have enough 
people to smash the current record and earn a place in 
the iconic book for 2015.” 

One of the charities taking part is Hospiscare in Ex¬ 
eter, who like the other charities, will pay for support¬ 


ers’ skydives if they raise a minimum amount in spon¬ 
sorship (£395). 

Tandem skydives can only take place during day¬ 
light hours so Skydive UK have opted for the longest 
day of the year to attempt the record; summer solstice 
which falls on 21st June. The event will start at dawn 
and end when everyone has jumped or when the sun 
goes down - whichever happens first. 

Louise said: “This is an amazing opportunity for 
anyone wanting to do something a bit different in 
2014. There are loads of reasons for wanting do sky¬ 
dive for charity; some people jump to celebrate a 
birthday, conquer a fear or jump in memory of a loved 
one. Whatever the reason, our official Guinness World 
Record Attempt is a rare opportunity you won’t come 
across again in a hurry. It makes a very exciting and 
amazing experience that much more unique and no¬ 
table.”

THE woodland Association are hosting 
a Woodland Management Course on our 
farm on February 19th. These one day 
courses are very popular and covering a 
wide range of management issues such 
us how much should you thin, what 
species to remove and what species 
should you plant. The day also covers the 
way we on the farm harvest wood fuel 
for our own wood fired central heating 
units. 

With an increasing interest in wood 
fuel we may be in danger of over har¬ 
vesting with a long lasting impact on 
woodlands and wild life, the recovery 
from over thinning is a long time, some¬ 
times over 30 years, it goes without say¬ 
ing we should be planting more trees 
than we cut down. 

Dead wood/trees causes some people 
to worry. Standing dead trees are a 
tremendous source of good habitat with 
well over 80 different species of inverte¬ 
brates in a single tree, that’s besides bats, 
dormice, birds etc. 

A general mle is if a dead tree is stand¬ 
ing and is no danger to building, prop¬ 
erty or other trees and is not a hazard to 
humans or farm stock, like on a public 
path then it should be left, especially if 
it has started to rot as it will be no good 
for fuel. 

Fallen limbs and other wood that is on

the ground, if too rotted for fuel, should 
not be tidied up or burnt, but should be 
stacked in heaps out of the way of future 
forestry operations. This will make suit¬ 
able living accommodation for literally 
hundreds of animals and bugs of all 
sizes. 

Pre-historic and historic clearance of 
our woodland led us to a low point at the 
beginning of the twentieth century when 
woodland was only five per cent of 
Britain - and falling. It is now nearly 12 
per cent - and rising. Through creating 
this major new asset, we can be sure of 
handing on to future generations some¬ 
thing better than we inherited. We should 
put sustainability at the heart of our 
forestry policies and practices so that we 
can realise the full potential of our wood¬ 
lands as economic, environmental and 
social resources. 

The forestry Commissions Woodland 
Carbon Code is a voluntary standard for 
woodland creation projects in the UK 
which will make claims about the carbon 
dioxide they sequester. Independent cer¬ 
tification to this standard provides assur¬ 
ance and clarity about the carbon savings 
of these sustainably managed wood¬ 
lands, see their web site for further de¬ 
tails.

WE all know the joke about how 
many people it takes to change a 
light bulb but how much does it 
cost to keep it lit? 

The answer may surprise you 
and change the way you illumi¬ 
nate your house and manage your 
energy costs. 

There are three main types of 
light bulb that I am going to re¬ 
view. I have taken the purchase 
costs and projected operating 
hours from one website 
(www.lightbulbs-direct.com). 
Prices for these items may vary at 
different shops and suppliers. 

1) Incandescent bulbs or "Edi¬ 
son bulbs". These are filaments 
that glow in an inert atmosphere 
held in a glass envelope (or bulb 
- hence the term). They are only 
about 5% efficient and dissipate 
most of their energy as heat. This 
is not generally a good idea in a 
fitting that is meant to provide a 
maximum amount of light. Bulb 
life is approximately 1000 operat¬ 


ing hours. 

(Cost = £1.38 each, 60 watts 
power consumption). 

2) Fluorescent compact fittings 
(More commonly known as "En¬ 
ergy Saving Bulbs). These are a 
miniature version of a fitting that 
we generally associate with a strip 
light. They are much more effi¬ 
cient than an incandescent bulb 
and have a projected operation 
life of 10000 hours. 

(Cost = £ 7-98 each, 12 watts 
power consumption) 

3) LED (Light Emitting Diode) 
bulbs - newest type on the market. 
These are fittings that incorporate 
many LED's into an array that is 
si mil ar in shape and size to a con¬ 
ventional incandescent fitting. 
These too are very energy effi¬ 
cient and have a projected lifes¬ 
pan of 100000 operating hours 
before failure. 

(Cost = £22.79 each, 7 watts 
power consumption) 

For comparison purposes, cal¬ 


culations will be based upon a 
projected operating time of five 
hours a day using a flat kWh cost 
of £0.14. All bulbs are rated at ap¬ 
proximately the equivalent of 60 
watts illumination. 

Incandescent bulbs would have 
to be changed 9 times over 5 
years or 18 times over ten years, 
the fluorescent bulb once in 5 
years and twice over a 10 year pe¬ 
riod and the LED unit would not 
require replacement. The justifi¬ 
cation for an LED bulb will have 
to be a long term investment. 
These do however have a pro¬ 
jected life of some 11 years.

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Landowners reap 
the rewards of 


working together 


CONSERVATION groups and 
landowners are celebrating a high 
point in local support and collabo¬ 
ration for those who look after our 
most important landscape features. 

Over the past two years, two lo¬ 
cally-run projects, Beef and But¬ 
terflies and Woodbiz Woodlands 
have helped and advised nearly 
150 farm businesses, small wood¬ 
land owners and wood-based firms 
in the Blackdown Hills and East 
Devon area. 

The Beef and Butterflies project 
visited landowners whose holdings 
include areas of rough, marshy or 
heathy pasture, to advise them on 
the wildlife value of their land and 
the options for its management. 
This type of land, though difficult 
to farm, supports hundreds of 
species of wildflower, butterflies, 
other insects and birds. Particu¬ 
larly associated with the ‘spring 
line’ where springs emerge along 
the sides of the Blackdown valley- 
sides, old wet pastures are a visual 
delight in the summer months. 

The project has also helped initi¬ 
ate a new locally-owned group to 
represent the interests of the own¬ 
ers of these wet pastures. 

The Blackdown Hills Rough 
Grazing Association is run by and 
for land owners and managers, in¬ 
dependent of outside agencies, and 
will launch a new website early in 
2014. 

The new association will help put 
owners and contractors in touch 


with one another, and will provide 
important advice on veterinary and 
other issues. 

The Woodbiz Woodlands project 
has helped woodland owners view 
their woodland assets afresh, and 
among many initiatives, has run 
training days to teach woodland 
owners how to grade and value 
their trees, while they are standing. 
That way, they can make better de¬ 
cisions about woodland manage¬ 
ment, retaining good timber trees 
as growing future assets. 

Woodbiz has also helped launch 
Culmwoods, a local “Wood for 
Work” group, whose members un¬ 
dertake woodland management as 
volunteers, taking the wood they 
harvest in lieu of payment. 

The legacy of the Woodbiz proj¬ 
ect will be taken forward by the 
Blackdowns and East Devon 
Woodland Association, which runs 
the annual Blackdowns Woodland 
Fair. 

Gavin Saunders, who oversaw 
the two projects as part of the Ne- 
roche Scheme, said: “Our work 
over the last two years has pro¬ 
vided a foundation for local people 
to work together in looking after 
their own landscape. There is a 
huge amount of expertise across 
the hills, but people need to be able 
to share experiences and turn to the 
right people for help. Both the 
Woodland Association and the new 
Rough Grazing Association offer 
people the means to do that.” 


Beef and Butterflies was deliv¬ 
ered by local experts George 
Greenshields and Len North, with 
input from Roland Stonex and col¬ 
leagues at FWAG South West. 
Woodbiz Woodlands was delivered 
by John Greenshields. 

John Greenshields, who also 
chairs the Woodland Association, 
said: “Our woodlands and rough 
pastures rely on active manage¬ 
ment to keep them valuable for 
wildlife, and productive for their 
owners. Local people in this area 
now have the support networks to 
help them achieve both.” 

Linda Bennett, Manager of the 
Blackdown Hills Area of Out¬ 
standing Natural Beauty Partner¬ 
ship, said: “These projects have 
drawn attention to the unique qual¬ 
ities of our protected landscapes, 
and underlined the need for all of 
us to work together to support 
landowners in the tough but valu¬ 
able work they do. 

“We look forward to supporting 
the Woodland Association and the 
Rough Grazing Association in the 
future.” 

Both projects received financial 
support from Making It Local, the 
Forestry Commission, Natural 
England and the Blackdown Hills 
AONB. 

Making it Local is a locally man¬ 
aged grants scheme in the Black- 
down Hill s and East Devon AONB 
areas incorporating funding from 
the EU, Defra, and Leader.

Grant for pub campaign 

STOCKLAND Community Pub Ltd (SCPL) has 
been awarded a £2,000 grant towards their 
campaign to buy the village inn. 

They have been granted a £2,000 bursary 
award from the Esmee Fairbairn Foundation, 
which is being administered by SCPL sponsors 
The Plunkett Foundation. 

The money will be used to fund the campaign 
to retain the village pub for the community. 


MUCH anticipated improvements to Payhembury’s play 
area are now complete, after improvements chosen by 
local children were put in place. 

Payhembury Playing Field Committee and East Devon 
District Council have been working closely together with 
Payhembury Primary School to make £6,700 worth of 
improvements. This money has been contributed by de¬ 
velopers through Section 106 funding for play. This type 
of contribution was a condition of planning approval for 
a number of housing developments in the area. 

Children had a choice of four designs and voted for 
their favourite in a special assembly at Payhembury Pri¬ 
mary School. Of the 66 children who voted, 38 per cent 
chose the winning design by HAGS SMP, which includes 
a climbing wall, climbing net and a spinning item. 

Peter Bentley from Payhembury Playing Field Com¬ 
mittee, who has led on the project, said: “I’m delighted 
for the children that we now have a more exciting play 
area. We have achieved this with the excellent co-opera¬ 
tion of Mrs Hammett and the school, with the pupils 


being really keen to get involved and help with the proj¬ 
ect. They have been a real credit to the village”. 

Penny Hammett, Headteacher at Payhembury Primary 
School, said: “I am so delighted to see the new equipment 
in place. The whole village has contributed to improving 
the facilities for the children and they are very excited 
about spending time on it. 

“The children thoroughly enjoyed being involved in the 
process and I know it has given them a sense of respon¬ 
sibility knowing that they have chosen it and now want 
to look after it.” 

Councillor Iain Chubb, EDDC Cabinet Member for the 
Environment, said: “I’m keen to help promote a healthy 
lifestyle through outdoor activities. The new equipment 
has brightened up the play area and given the children a 
greater choice of exciting activities. Especially gratifying 
is the way EDDC and the people in the parish went about 
selecting the equipment with a truly participatory ap¬ 
proach enabling local children to make the decision”. 

The four designs that the youngsters chose from were 


provided by companies who followed the children’s de¬ 
sign brief for the area. They came up with this early last 
year, when EDDC visited Payhembury Primary School 
and Payhembury Playing Field Committee visited the 
Youth Club to find out what type of activities children 
wanted in the play area.
